Harrison Eduard Livingstone, 3025 Abell Ave. (P.O.Box 7149), Baltimore, Md. ,21218 
(243-4272), is the author of Ib'-wh Treason 4 and High Treason 2, unfactual books supposedly 


on the JFK assassination. He v;as to have delivered the manuscript of High Treason 3 to Ids 
published, Carroll & Graf, 260 Fifth Ave., New York, HI 10001 on April 15° The book was 
due to bo published in October. In common with almost all the assassination books, these 
theorise solutions to the assassination that range from unproven and improvable to impos- 


sible. Hot one of these authord had troubled to learn the basic fact available in the 
approximately 250,000 pages of once-withheld official records, mostly of the FBI, that I 
obtained as the result of .J3 Freedom of Information lawsuits and make freely available to 
all. Livingstone, who visited us fairly often, never consulted these records himself. He 
did Have Richard Waybright (6527 Cleveland Ave., Baltimore, 21222, 328—2933)9! a Baltimore 
policeman in Ids employ, search these records from time to time for specific information 
relating to his theories and to another author with whom he feuded, David Idfton. Reportedly 
Livingstone also employed another Baltimore policeman who name I believe is Marco Miranda

There is a roporteJ/Unconcluded Internal Affairs investigation of this work by the 
police department into which Livingstone appears to have had a pipeline. This investiga- 
tion began with evidence of the improper use of the police computer system. IA officer 
Joe Adams phoned me once about that and never accepted my invitationnto examine and copy 
whatever he wanted of my files r bating to both Livingstone and Waybright. He also did 
not tell rue what to send him from these records or how to send them to him. I thus formed 
the belief that the police want to av&id a possible scandal. Waybright at least has rep- 
rested himself in his work, especially in Dallas, Texas, for ^ivingstone as an official 
police investigation. That it is is repeatedly stated by Livingstone in his letters of 


which I have copies. Both so represented feta: Waybright 1 s work in Texas after they knew of 
the IA investigation. I have linconformed information that the police are groping for a way 
to fire Waybright to their liking. There is no question but that he can be fired for what 
IA seems to have been avoiding, his use of that computer in violation of law and regula- 
tions and his false representation that Mo investigations in Texas are official. In par- 



ticular the police seem to be avoiding Livingstone 1 s repeated false representation that he 
represents tho police in an official investigation. Two weeks ago I gave another policeman 
such records for liim to give to the proper person inside that department. These are the 
rccods Adnm g avoided getting that ho knew I have.

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number of letters and by phone to me that the FBI is working with him. He states this in 
letters of which, without response, I sent copies to the one person in the Dallas FBI of- 
fice with whom he has met, Research Analyst Farris Rookstool III. [ C{Vf '’■‘'t l>\ 1% 
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Livingstone's High ^reason 2 was very successful, as all the books theorizing solu- 
tions have been in varying degrees.

II e was thheatened with arrss of 
such conduct and demands by the sponsors of a conference in Dallas in October 1992. 
Since then he 1ms been charging those who do not agree withbhim with preventing his 
"breaking the case wide open" and conspiring to do that. There is no such conspiracy and 
he has no such capability. He is, in fact, largely a subject-matter ignoramus. From his 
own accounts, w&lr°or not the FBI is involved itf it (and a ookotool denied any such in- 
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volvement to me), Livingstone has been influence/by former executives of the II.L. Hunt 
oil empire who were fired by fount's sons for thievery. Apparently seeking vengeance on 
the cons they have persuaded Livingstone to believe the fake "solution" contriVed by the 
French CIA, then known as SDLCE f olof vast /e^as-wide industry and finance assassination

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Gary Hack, who feorked for Fort Hprth TV station KX40 became one of Livingston8ds 
conspirators when he refused to arrange for Livingstone^e access to anj£ amateur moving 
picture of the assassination taken by Charles Bronson* 

Hrjt. Ferrell become one of Livingstone's conspirator when she declined to surrender 
giving the keynote address at the 1 992 Dallas conference to him. I became one when at Ms 
invitation I told him how he could see for Mmsclf that the basis of Ms second book was 
false. (That the back of President Kennedy's head had been blown out. It is shown not to 
havo been by the Zapruder movie of the assassination. In Ms sick mind Livingstone then 
was persuaded that both of these films were altered by Ms conspirators!) I had also, at 
Ms invitation, told him how he could see for himself that tWe basis of Ms first book 
also does not exist and it incorrect. I have never commented publicly on any of Ms work.
